REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


We herewith submit our report for the year ending March 1, 
1892, 

All the teachers have been our towns-people, and with one or 
_ two exceptions being teachers of experience, many of them having 
taught the same schools several terms, and been generally success- 
ful. 

We believe that the faithful and conscientious discharge of duty 
on the part of the teachers has been the general rule and not the 
exception. We are also pleased to bear witness to the good be- 
havior of all our scholars. No instance of wilful disobedience or 
insubordination has been reported to the board, and at our visits 
to the several schools during the year the good order manifest, and 
the kind and cordial relations existing between the teachers and 
scholars, afforded us sincere gratification. One of the great evils 
of our schools is the lack of punctuality in attendance, an evil to 
which we would earnestly call the attention of all parents, and 
would bespeak their co-operation to overcome this evil. The great 
amount of abscences and tardiness in some of our schools, as 
shown by the registers, is well nigh fatal to the progress of the 
schools. 7 

We would recommend that the parents visit our schools more 
frequently, and encourage the teachers and pupils by their pres- 
ence, and any suggestion made by them for the advantage of the 
school would be gratefully received. It is an injury to the schools 
for parents to be finding fault with the teachers without any just 
cause, where, in many instances, an investigation would show the 
fault to be somewhere else. The appropriation for our schools is 
small, indeed too small, and every effort should be made by both 
parents and pupils to get the greatest possible benefit from it. 

The old dilapidated schoolhouse, No. 19, has been replaced by 
& new and convenient one, and No. 4 has been thoroughly repaired, 
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which make the schoolhouses in good condition, with the excep- 
tion of Nos. 12 and 15, both of which need replastering, and 
some repairs are needed on the woodsheds of Nos. 5 and 15. 

The use of free text books has, in most cases, been an advant- 
age to the schools, each pupil being supplied with books at the 
commencement of the term. The purchase of text books by the 
laboring man and the poorer classes who have large families has 
been no easy matter. The expense for books purchased during 
the year has been comparatively small. : 

Every consideration of safety, justice and humanity demands 
the education of all our youth. Thestrongest bulwarks of a state 
being the virtue and intelligence of its people, every consideration 
of alofty patriotism demands that every class of its future citi- 
zens shall receive at least a good common school education. In 
conclusion, we urge the citizens of our town to be earnest and ac- 
tive in every effort to advance and make still better our public 
schools. Sustain them as parents, for you can leave no grander 
legacy to your children than a good education; sustain them as pa- 
triots, for no greater danger threatens our institutions, both civil 
aud religious, {than vice and lawlessness, which are the natural 
and inevitable results of ignorance. Every one has an influence, 
and exerts it on all others for good or evil.
